BARLEY FACTS 


WANTED 








NE of the results of the barley sub- 

sidy being paid on an acreage basis 
is that we have no accurate and up-to- 
date figures of sales off farms. This lack 
of information didn’t matter much when 
most of the barley crop was retained and 
fed on the farm of origin. But to-day, 
with about 75 per cent being sold off 
farms, and the home crop sufficient to 
meet nearly all our needs, more reliable 
statistics about sales are essential for both 
farmers and barley consumers. 

Let’s take a look at the statistics we 
already have. First the weekly return of 
growers’ sales based on the corn returns 
from 174 market centres in England and 
Wales. But these returns cover only 
about one-third of all transactions; they 
don’t differentiate between sales for im- 
mediate or Jaier delivery; and the average

price is misleading since malting and feed 
sales are lumped together. 

The only other statistics of which I am 
aware are the Ministry’s monthly sample 


| of stocks of home-grown grain held on 


farm, and the Trade and - Navigation 
Accounts which give import and export 
figures. 

Armed with this information, it is pos- 
sible for the student of marketing to arrive 
at some conclusions which may or may 
not be near the mark. But pity the poor 
grower trying to seek inspiration on 
whether to sell his barley now or hold 
on to it! 

For instance, how does one reconcile 
these statistics? In October, 1960, the 
amount of barley sold and used on farms 


| in England and Wales was 520,000 tons. 


(M.A.F.F. sample surveys for end Sept. 
and end Oct.) 
This year, with the Corn Returns 


transactions in October 40 per cent up 
on sales in the same period of 1960, one 
would have expected a bigger fall in farm 
stocks by the end of October. However, 


| according to the Ministry’s stocks figures, 


the total used and sold off farm in Octo- 
ber; 1961, was only 380,000 tons. 

The answer? Probably a large per- 
centage of the barley sold in October was 
for delivery later in the season. But how 
much? 

But do I see a silver lining? This year, 
with the new differential payments to en- 
courage storage, the Ministry must be 
getting much more information about 
sales and deliveries than ever before. 
Let’s have it publi » then, as soon as 
possible, for reliable "statistics are. an 
essential pre- requisite to orderly market- 


ing.

The sharply higher profits did not 
come as a surprise, for the chairman 
forecast at the beginning of the year 
that they would be about 2! times 
greater than previously. Mainly re- 
sponsible for this tremendous increase 
was the termination of the nct-working 
agreement with Associated-Rediffu- 
s10n, 


This agreement was entered into in 
1956 and it protected Granada’s tele- 
vision subsidiary from losses in its 
early life. 

Full benefits from the ending of 
the arrangements have yet to find 
reflection in the group’s accounts. 
For the T.V. company’s year ends on 
April 30, and as the agreement was 
terminated in July, 1960, the latest 
results include only nine months’ 
operations under the changed con- 
dition. 

Evidence of the likelihood of another 
profit increase in 1961-62 is to be 
found in the recent preliminary state- 
ment. In it the directors stated that 
results achieved so far compared 
favourably with the position a year 
earlier. 


Increase in Sight 


Currently Granada “A” shares are 
priced to give a return of 7] per cent. 
This yield is smaller than those 
offered by other commercial television 
stocks, but the difference is well justi- 
fied. Earnings cover is much better 
than average at 2.4 times and but for 
the Chancellor the dividend total 
would have been larger. With another 
increase in profits in sight there is an 
excellent prospect of a good dividend 
increase when the Chancellor’s pause 
policy is relaxed as it must be in due 
course. 

A similar position obtains with 
Berkeley Property and Investment, 
which is heavily invested in residential 
property and has also established sub- 
sidiaries in Canada and the Channel 
Islands.

THE EDITORS’ VIEWS 





LOOK TO 
THE MARKET 
FOR MEAT... 


SS MITEFIELD, on the stock side, is moving 
from a breed to a meat show, according to the 
Chairman of its Organizing Committee. In three 
directions this was seen to be true at Earls Court 
last week. 


By being brought out for live judging on Mon- 
day morning the carcase cattle were rightly given 
more prominence. And in this way standards of 
judging on the hoof are subjected to the acid test 
—out of which, incidentally, they came not at all 
badly on this occasion. 


We had classes for dairy beef for the first time, 
a wise move since four-fifths of home beef comes 
from this source. Thirdly, the disappearance of 
breed judges as such from all three classes of stock 
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on the hoof should keep the emphasis on commer- 
cial points. 

The present trend could be taken further. Dairy 
beef classes are an obvious case for live and dead 
assessment. Groups of steers by the same sire, 
half to be judged alive and half judged dead, the 
selection to be by toss of a coin, are one distinct 
possibility. 

And meat itself. The machinery makers display 
their wares with one eye on the home customer 
and the other firmly on the export trade. Fat stock 
men should do the same on a far greater scale than 
at the moment on some of the stands. 


Let the Smithfield Club, which is initiating much 
wanted production research, take a look also at the 
other side of the fence. What about a shop win- 
dow for British meat as a centrepiece on the ground 
floor, at the expense of some of those fat heifers 
if necessary? There, in refrigerated cabinets, we 
could show the prime Scotch beef which will surely 
sell in the Common Market—and the end products 
of the rest of the fat stock industry as well. Pro- 
ducers’ groups could take a hand. 


For all that, a splendid Smithfield such as to 
make most welcome the news that this joint show 
is to continue for at least another seven years.

| bgt de hls gli as in so many instances 
since the war, are giving a lead to the rest of 
farming. In business organization at home, in 
marketing to the British public and in seeking mar- 
kets overseas, they are constantly breaking fresh 
ground and exploiting new ideas. 

Fresh proof of this is supplied by the National 
Poultry Show, which kept Olympia busy while 
larger live stock was occupying Earls Court last 
week. And just as Royal Smithfield attracts the 
buyer of machinery for overseas, so does the 
National prove a magnet for foreigners who want 
to get hold of the best in poultry and poultry 
equipment. 

On the opening day, delegations from 11 coun- 
tries signed in at Olympia. They came from as 
far afield as Russia and Japan, and one £30,000 
deal with the U.S.S.R. was announced during the 
week, 

For the first time, as well, there were exhibitors 
from abroad. 

This justifies to the hilt the suggestion, which 
the Organizing Committee are to consider at their 


next meeting, that the name should be changed to 
the International Poultry Show. The applause 
that broke out spontaneously when this was men- 
tioned at the Show dinner leaves no doubt that the 
change will be made. 


What js more important, it means that an even 
greater effort will be made to attract visitors from 
other countries. 


No whispering down a well for this go-ahead 
industry and for its established shop window. The 
market is there and the customers will be en- 
couraged to walk in. 


The only troubled faces at the Show were those 
few with goods to sell but who had neglected to take 
space. What they saw and heard made them realize 
that they were missing a good thing and hope wist- 
fully that they were not too late to jump on the 
band-wagon. 


The party is over for this year, but already pre- 
parations are in hand for something even better 
next. Such is the way with all good shows, and 
of good business as well.

fail when stocks are mounting. That’s just an example of bargaining in a strong 


and in a weak position. The Farmers’ 

Do you really believe, Mr. Cham- 
bers, that subsidies are paid to farmers 
for the benefit of farmers? You say that 
to argue otherwise is sheer humbug. 
I put it to you that to say that the sub- 
sidies are paid because of the Govern- 
ment’s (whatever its political colour) 
paternal care for the farmers’ standard 
of living and general well-being is the 
humbug of delirium. 


Seared Stiff 


Make no mistake about it, there 
is one reason, and one reason only, 
why any subsidies are paid to farming 
by any British Government. It is for 
what they get out of farming. They 
are scared stiff of what would happen 
to our international trading position 
and to our standard of living if there 
were any serious fall in the output of 
home-grown food. 

And it. is right that they should be 
scared. Our balance of payments posi- 
tion—as you, Mr. Chambers, know 
only too well—has been precarious 
enough ever since the war and looks 
like being so for as far ahead as anyone 
can see. And that despite the best 
efforts of you and your fellow indus- 
trialists. 


What a Headache! 


The output of British farming is 
valued at about £1,500 millions. Have 
you really thought, Mr. Chambers, of 
what a headache it would be for the 








Club deserved a better answer. 


Government, and for yourself for that 
matter, if that were to drop by 10 per 
cent and we had to fill the gap with 
food from overseas? 

And a 10 per cent drop might well be 
a 50 per cent drop if any serious reduc- 
tion were made in farm returns. 


Just Short-sighted 


To argue that if we paid nothing 
to support agriculture we could abolish 
surtax, or death duties and purchase 
tax on cars, furniture and so on is just 
short-sighted mathematics. The rela- 
tive figures may correspond at the 
moment but a drastic change such as 
you suggest would soon alter that. And 
what a flood of internal purchasing 
power would be released to create in- 
flationary pressure. Is that the sort of 
thing you want? 

Would you rather see the cost of 
living rise Mr. Chambers? Let the 
public pay directly as much for their 
food as it really costs? And do you 
suggest that, if this were to happen, 
wage claims would not be pressed home 
and granted? Even on your rather 
lame arguments, the bargaining posi- 
tion of the workers (not the surtax 
payers) would be irresistibly strong. 


Some Efficiency 


Would you like a sudden in- 
crease of, let us say, 10 per cent in all 
the wages and salaries of I.C.I. em-

ployees and then try to compete in the 
export market? It would take a tre- 
mendous amount of the efficiency 
which you quite rightly value so highly, 
to enable you to meet that challenge. 

Added to which, of course, to be 
consistent, our efficient imdustrialists 
would have to have all their protective 
tariffs abolished at the same time. They 
have no more right to national assist- 
ance than have the farmers. That, 
come to think of it, might be a better 
means of abolishing surtax. Nobody 
would earn enough to pay it! 


Hooking the Line 





HAVE been trying to assess 

the real purpose of this year’s 
main Smithfield Show innovation, the 
judging of carcases on the hoof as well 
as on the hook. Was it to show the 
relationship between beast and joint? 
Even with such a skilled stockman as 
Mr. Alistair Graham as judge that re- 
lationship wasn’t made very evident; 
he was only about half right, on the 
butchers’ later judging. 

Mr. Graham was indeed a_ brave 
man; for he was aware that he would 
be proved right or wrong within 48 
hours, and he still took the job on! 

Was the object of the exercise educa- 
tional? If it was, I think it partly 
failed. The distances in time and space 
between Monday morning in the main 
ring and Wednesday in the carcase 
room are inevitably long: but the live 
and dead performance of each entry 
could have been far better presented on 
the carcase. 


Valuable Lessons

Boffins Were Right 


Can the boffins help, too? Listen- 
ing to their assessments at the ringside 
on Monday, and then looking at the 
carcase cards on Wednesday, I was 
amazed how right they had been. We 
have a few men whose eyes are better 
than any ultrasonic probe; and we don’t 
use them enough. 

Even one or two of the stock class 
judges needed moving away from 
summer show or the old Christmas fat 
stock show standards, I thought. One 
of them explained to a colleague why 
he had put down a good and perfectly 
finished two-year-old steer; it wasn’t 
standing quite right on the hind legs. 

Another judge, a butcher this time, 
was asked by two German live stock 
research men whether the beasts he 
had put up really carried the sort of 
meat the British housewife wants. 
“No,” he said, “but they’re the sort 
everyone expects to win here; and the 
ones for our Christmas windows.” 





Pig, Not Breed 


N the pig section this year I 
found a refreshing apprecia- 
tion of what is really wanted. As one 
man put it to me, breed may matter 





in the production of the right pig, but, 
once the animal gets as far as Smith- 
field, breed should be of no importance 
—it’s the type that counts. 

In line with this way of thinking, 
there were only three judges for the pig 
classes this time—each dealing with 
several breeds. A good idea, I thought. 


Lost on Points 





UT I am not so sure that I 

liked the other innovation— 
the breed award to the exhibitor gain- 
ing the most points. This replaced 
the old breed championships. 

Exhibitors were awarded seven 
points for a first prize, six for a second, 
five for a third, four for a fourth, three 
for a fifth, two for a very highly com- 
mended and one for a highly com- 
mended. 

This meant that, for example, a man 
who took a third and a fourth prize did 
better than one that simply had a 
winner. Two fifths and a v.h.c. would 
also do better. All of which seems to 
me merely to encourage numbers.

Slug Damage 





Y advisory officer tells me 

that he is getting persist- 
ent reports of slug damage to winter 
cereals. This is probably another 
legacy of last year’s wet back-end. It 
is pretty easy to recognize slug damage 
to seedling ceréals but I did not know 
before that grain could be hollowed 
out before germination had begun. 

We shall have to keep a careful 
watch as damage can be rapid. Luckily 
this is one of our troubles for which 
there is a fairly ready control. Metal- 
dehyde and even Paris Green mixed 
with bran are pretty effective. 

I am told that 6lb of copper sulphate 
and lcwt of kainit or salt can also be 
effective, and there is also a proprie- 
tary ready-mixed pellet on the market 
these days. 


ind Frit Fly 


Another trouble this autumn— 
and a most unusual one—is Frit fly 
damage to wheat. One man I heard 
of thought he had got wireworm, 
despite having treated seed—it looked 
just like it. 

I suppose this be something to do 
with early sowing and seedbed condi- 
tions 





Using Pig Sewage 


ISCUSSING pig sewage 

with a friend the other day 
I was interested to hear that an 
analysis of the material from his 
piggery had suggested that he ought 
really to be taking its conservation 
seriously. In fact, he told me that his 
500 pigs were producing virtually the 
equivalent of an acre of his basic 
grassland fertilizer requirements every 
day of the week! 

His experience of the limitations of 
spreading by piped means had led him 
to Northern Ireland where, he tells 
me, the practice of spreading slurry by 
tanker is far more advanced than in 
this country. 

One of the biggest problems seems 
to be the storing of the material to a 
time of the year when it can be applied 
easily and is not also wasted by winter 
leaching. From my experience of the 
way soakaways silt up I should have 
thought an ordinary excavated pit 
might easily have provided safe winter 
storage.

The annual overall total solids figure 
will be calculated from a full year’s test 
results and supplies will be divided as 
follows: 

PREMIUM: Supplies with an annual 
average of 12.6 per cent total solids or 
more (2d per gallon premium), 

STANDARD: Supplies with an 
annual average of less than 12.6 per 
cent but of 12 per cent or more (stan- 
dard price). 

SUB-STANDARD: Total solids of 
less than 12 per cent and all supplies 
averaging 8.4 s.nf. or less (3d per 
gallon penalty). 

Supplies which cannot be classified be- 
cause of insufficient evidence will go into 
the standard class. 

After six months the average for all 
supplies will be re-calculated, based 
again on the previous 12 months. This 
procedure will be repeated each half- 
year and producers will be re-graded 
accordingly. 

If, after 12 months in the sub-standard 
class, a producer’s milk averages below 
11.8 totai solids, an extra ld per gallon 
will be deducted, making the total deduc- 
tion 4d. 


Channel Island Milk 

The scheme lays down that if Channel 
Island and South Devon milk is already 
earning a premium it will be placed in 
the standard class. If it is not it will be 
graded according to total solids. 

Buyers will notify producers each 
month of the monthly tests for butter- 
fat, sm. and total solids, but failure to 
do so will not invalidate the results of 
the tests. 

When the new scheme is introduced 
the present butter-fat testing scheme will 


cease to operate, but control over the 
ensured by the Board’s Liaison Chemists 
in the same way as in the butter-fat 
scheme. 

The scheme will be operated by the 
Board in co-operation with the dairy 
trade. Investigation of complaints will, 
if necessary, include tests at the farms as 
well as at the buyer’s premises. 

The Board’s decision as to whether or 
not a test is to count will be final. 


C.I. Men Object

Describing the scheme as a simple one, 
Mr. Trehane said that the criterion of 
total solids reflected “in fair measure” 
the standards by which the public judged 
milk. 

Explaining why the basis of broad bands 
of producers had been chosen he went on: 
““We are broadly satisfied with the quality 
of milk which reaches the consumer. We 
are, therefore, not suggesting that all milk 
should be upgraded, which might happen 
if *there was a differential payment for 
each decimal point of compositional 
change.” 

That might lead to everyone trying to 
jump up a little bit more, and the industry 
would be loaded with increased costs to 
no purpose. 

The object was to give producers an 
undisturbed basis on which to carry out 
their farming operations. 

If, for example, a producer wished to 
be in the premium class he could farm 
accordingly, but if he felt that his main 
interest. was in producing sound, run-of- 
the-mill milk he could concentrate on 
economic production in the broad inter- 
mediate band.

I understand that most of 


the extra amount is required to cover the cost of the guarantees for 
beef and barley and the total would have been much higher but for savings 


on eggs, potatoes and milk. 


The final figure for agricultural support in 1961-62 is expected to be in the 
region of £320 million, and the “critical look” of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer will probably mean that the Government will seek to reduce the 
cost by about £20 million at the forthcoming Price Review. 


When the Parliamentary storm breaks 
over the Supplementary Estimate, it can 
be expected that the pro-Common Mar- 
keteers and the anti-featherbedders will 
make common cause in attacking the sup- 
port system which has resulted in this 
increased cost. 

It is already being argued in the Lob- 
bies at Westminster that the Common 
Market levy system would prevent such 
jugh Exchequer expenditure by provid- 
ing greater controls over imports. 

But, in fact, the increase in the defi- 
ciency payments on beef has nothing to 
do with excessive imports. The trouble 
appears to have arisen rather from a 
weakening of demand for beef consequent 
upon the failure of retail prices to reflect 
the decline in wholesale prices. 


No Policy 


The Government will be attacked in 
the Commons for having no policy to deal 
with the matter. I understand that the 
question of price controls has been con- 
sidered and rejected as contrary to Con- 
servative policy, 

Mr. Soames has said in the Commons 
that he has not received any proposals for 
the establishment of a meat marketing 
board, but there is no indication that the 
Government would look favourably upon 
such a scheme. 

The Minister of Agriculture told Mr. 
J. Scott-Hopkins (Cons., Cornwall N.) in 
the Commons that he was at present 
having no special consultations with the 
meat trade, but his Department was in 
frequent touch with the trade. 

Mr. Scott-Hopkins described as 
“very unsatisfactory” the existing 
situation in which, when producers’ 
prices fell very heavily, there was no 
reflection in the retail price to the 
housewife. He urged the Minister to 
make “urgent investigations” to find 
a solution to the problem. 

Mr. Soames replied simply that whole- 
sale prices were very low in the earlier 
part of this year but had recovered some- 
what in recent months, adding that he 
had no control over retail prices.

It will be recalled that after the last 
Price Review, when the guaranteed price 
for fat cattle was increased by 10s per 
live cwt, the Government’s White Paper 
declared: “As beef production is a long- 
term proposition, farmers need to be able 
to plan ahead with confidence. It is the 
Government’s hope and intention that, 
unless there is a significant change in 
circumstances, the new guaranteed price 
should not be reduced at the 1962 Annual 
Review.”

EGOTIATIONS for the lease of the 


Royal Show’s permanent site at 
Stoneleigh Abbey, Warwickshire, have 
now reached an advanced stage.

Breeders “Gravely Alarmed 


Qver Charollais 


Dangerous Situation To 
Our Export Trade 


HREE more of the Charollais bulls in quarantine in London are now dead. 
They were destroyed on Friday after the Ministry of Agriculture dis- 
covered they had an infection never before recorded in this country. The 


infection is a type of leptospirosis, of which there are five or six forms. 


Only 


two types are common in Britain, those that attack dogs and men. 


First rumours that something was 
wrong at the Royal Albert Dock quaran- 
tine station were circulating at the Royal 
Smithfield Show on Tuesday. Later that 
day it was confirmed that the three bulls 
were infected and the following day that 
they were to be slaughtered. 

None of these animals showed any 
physical signs of the disease, said the 
Ministry. They had simply reacted to 
the clinical test. 

The type of leptospirosis found in the 
Charollais is the second most dangerous 
form and is often fatal. Animals which 
have apparently recovered from infection 
may excrete the germs for months or even 
years. Small wild animals, such as rats 
and mice, are the most common carriers 
of infection. 

The disease has been reported in 
Russia, America and Israel, as well as in 


France. The Charollais bulls were tested 


“SLAUGHTER 


RITISH cattle breeders were quick 
to voice their alarm at the possi- 
bility of leptospirosis spreading to 

stock in this country and also at the effect 
the news might have on our export trade. 

The chairman of the National Cattle 
Breeders’ Association, Mrs. M. K. An- 
derson, has sent a telegram to the 
Minister of Agriculture, saying the Asso- 
ciation is “gravely alarmed.” 

The telegram states: “The Association 
considers it a most dangerous situation 
to the imcreasing export trade and the live 
stock of this country, and considers 
it imperative that all animals of the im- 
portation should be slaughtered immedi- 
ately or returned to the country of origin.” 

Secretaries of two leading beef breed 
societies urged that the quarantine period 
should be extended until after the major 
cattle sales in the spring. 

Mr. James Jardine, for the Beef Short- 
horn Society, said: “We are going to 
ask for a full Government enquiry, and 
we are also going to demand strongly that 
if they are released at all from quarantine 
it should not be until late spring.” 


American Reaction 

He forecast quick repercussions from 
Canada and America to the news. 

“Both protested very strongly in the 
first instance against this importation, on 
disease grounds,” he said. “This could 
place the Perth sales in grave jeopardy.” 

For the Aberdeen-Angus Society, Mr. 
Hugh Neilson said: “We protested to the 
Terrington Committee about the importa- 
tion, but they refused to accept our 
arguments on the. disease risk. This 
shows that the breeders’ views have been 
very well founded.” 

Breeders at Smithfield were still wor-

The Minister of Agriculture, Mr.

R. CHRISTOPHER SOAMES’ flying visit to Brussels on Friday was 
symptomatic of the importance which the British Government attaches 
to the agricultural sector of the Common Market negotiations. 


The 


occasion was the first formal dinner given by the British Government to Ministers 


of the “Six” and representatives of the Common Market Commission, 


the 


Commonwealth and E.F.T.A. countries in Brussels. 


It is significant that apart from Mr. 
Edward Heath, who is in charge of the 
Common Market negotiations and natur- 
ally acted as host, Mr. Soames was the 
only British Cabinet Minister to attend 
the dinner. 

Returning to London the following day 
he was due to have talks on Monday with 
the New Zealand Deputy Prime Minister, 
Mr. J. R. Marshall, who has been attend- 
ing the G.A.T.T. negotiations in Geneva 
and is now fact-finding through Europe. 

Last week, Mr. Marshall had talks in 
Brussels with the President of the Com- 
mon Market Commission, Professor Wal- 
ter Hallstein, and the Vice-President, Dr. 
Sicco Mansholt, who is responsible for 
agricultural matters. 


“Keep Social Roots”’ 

The day after these talks, Professor 
Halistein made an important speech in 
Brussels in the course of which he said: 
“The inevitable changes in agricultural 
structure must not force millions of people 
to leave their homes and sever their social 
roots.” 

This was an important supplement to 
statements by other high officials of the 
Common Market, including Dr. Man- 
sholt, to the effect that millions of people

would have to leave the land during the 
transition to a common agricultural mar- 
ket.

Utilization Problems 


STRONG plea for the establishment of a long-term study group to solve 
the problem of grass utilization was made by Mr. J. T. Kernohan in his 
Presidential address to the British Grassland Society in London on Friday. 


Grass must be used to a much greater extent, he contended, saying: “ 


The rumi- 


nant animal is our greatest source of what I would describe as our secondary 
food supply but it cannot continue indefinitely to compete with man for the food 
which is available for direct consumption.” 


Mr. Kernohan pointed out that there 
were individual farmers in this country 
and abroad who, in the case of milk, 
obtained maintenance and 5 gallons or 
more from grass in summer and mainten- 
ance and 2 or 3 gallons or more from 
conserved grass in winter. 

These illustrations showed the technical 
feasibility of producing milk without sup- 
plementary feeding but they were far 
removed from the national average of at 
least 3lb of concentrates fed for every 


| gallon of milk produced winter and sum- 


mer. 
“I appreciate,’ Mr. Kernohan said, 
“that in our present economic structure 
the dairy farmer, with a high yielding 
herd, would not be justified in depending 
entirely on grass in summer and grass 
products in winter. This does not weaken 
the argument for an independent organ- 
ization to study over a long term how 
best grass can be produced and used as 
the sole diet for a dairy herd with a 
satisfactory all-the-year round yield.” 
Turning to meat production, Mr. 
Kernohan said that each year over 
800,000 tons of beef and mutton (two-

BOARD CHAIRMAN SPEAKS OUT ON EUROPE 


Danger for Potatoes 
in Common Market 


E should not underestimate the difficulties, 
said 


into the Common Market,

Mr. J. E. Rennie, chairman, at the 


Potato Board’s annual meeting last week at Agriculture House, London. 
In none of the other countries was there a guarantee system for potatoes on 


similar lines to our own. 


A high proportion of production on the Continent was 


based on the family farm with little, if any, paid labour, he said. 


“Clearly such farmers by cutting their 
sta..dards of living would find it easier 
to weather the storm if we had many 
years of surplus and low prices than would 
most British farmers depending on highly 

paid labour and expensive machinery.” 

Moreover, we knew, went on Mr. Ren- 
nie, that potatoes frequently of lower 
quality and higher yields produced over 
there, “could undermine the prices our 
better quality product realizes in the 
British market.” 


Production Could Stop 

Any prolonged period of low 
could lead to production being 
by many British growers, he said.

“Tt is therefore satisfactory that, as we 
understand it, the Treaty of Rome envis- 
ages a levelling up of standards of living 
rather than a levelling down. I would 
emphasize that we regard it as essential 
that this should be achieved before inte- 
gration of our agricultural economy into 
Europe’s is completed. 

“We must look very seriously,” went 
on Mr. Rennie, “ at any changes in the 
system which has been developed so 
carefully over the years, culminating in 
the arrangements announced after the 
last Price Review, which are intended 
to cover the next five years.” 

The chairman told the meeting that, 
subject to planning permission being 
granted, the experimental station planned 
by the Board at Sutton Bridge, Lincoln- 
shire should be in operation by the end 
of next year. 

The buildings would occupy 40,000 sq 
ft and be capable of handling 500 tons of 
potatoes a week. Storage, dressing, pack- 
ing and the disposal of pre-pack rejects 
would be among the investigations. 

The 200 or so producers present were 
told that the Board had received, in de- 
ficiency payment from the Ministry, a

R. PAUL CHAMBERS, the chairman of I.C.I., believes 
that a strong, stable and efficient agricultural industry is 


an advantage to Britain. 


“But to argue from that that 


subsidies paid to farmers are not for the benefit of farmers is, 
to my mind, just sheer humbug,” he said last week. 


Mr. Chambers, an expert on taxation and finance, was speaking 
at the annual dinner of the Farmers’ Club in London and was 
replying to an attack by “Blythe” on a speech which the I.C.I. 
chief had made last month at the Institute of Directors (page 45 


of our issue for November 14). 


T was an unrepentant Mr. Chambers. 


He declared: “I remain as remorse- 


lessly opposed to inefficiency, whether in extractive industries (in which I 


include mining and agriculture) or in manufacturing industries.” 


An assemblage 


of more than 1,000 diners received the controversial ‘speech with mixed feelings. 


At the outset Mr. Chambers quoted the 
whole of “ Blythe’s”’ pertinent comments, 
and there was a rustle of expectation 
when he came to the last sentence: “ Tell 
us what you mean at the Club dinner. 
Ge neralities are no good—and I shall be 
listening.” 

Prefacing his speech by emphasizing 
that he was one of the most fervent sup- 
porters of agriculture in this country, Mr. 
Chambers said he had attacked “ most 
bitterly” those economists who said the 
right thing for the country was to have 
the cheapest possible food 

“But,” he continued, “I strongly sup- 
port an efficient British agriculture.” He 
was sympathetic towards agriculture and 
aware of some of the problems. The 
weather hazards could bring disaster. But 
the problem of over-supply could be just 
as disastrous. 

In industry they could plan production 
and in consequence know what the costs 
were. With farming it was different. 


“But to suggest that by paying 
money on subsidies to keep food prices 
down we are somehow making a con- 
tribution in the fight against inflation 
because wage claims will not be pressed 
is not very sensible. 

“In fact, what the general public 
is doing is paying in taxation for the 
food instead of paying in the prices. 
You don’t stop inflation that way.” 


One of Mr. Chambers’ arguments 
against subsidies was that agricultural 
support was costing the taxpayer £265 
to £275 million a year. That, he 
pointed out, represented three-quarters 
of farmers’ net income. For that to 
come directly or indirectly from a sub- 
sidy from the State did not seem a very 
satisfactory arrangement. 


7% Suppose we paid nothing to support 
agriculture,” he added. “ How could that 
alter taxation? We could abolish all 
surtax. We could reduce the mar- 
ginal rate of tax from 17s 9d to 7s 9d or 
we could abolish death duties, or we 
could abolish purchase tax on cars, radios, 
furniture, and household goods.” 

The LCI. chairman made it clear, 
however, that if he objected to excess sub- 
sidization of uneconomic farming, he did 
not suggest he wanted the protection of 
a healthy farming industry to be aban- 
doned. Agriculture happened to be 
L.C.1’s biggest and best customer.’ “I 


| don’ t att ack best customers,” he remarked. 


Commenting on a proposal that exports 
be subsidized in order to buy food, Mr. 


| Chambers said the country was already 
| subsidizing people who were producing 


food. To subsidize those who were pro- 
ducing other things was just a matter of 
pretence that “we are Pulling ourselves 
up by our own shoestrings.” 

By doing this we were not creating re- 
sources from nothing. It was all coming 
out of the country one way or another

He thought that fertilizer production 
would be far healthier if it were on its 
own. “Some would say that this would 
mean my company would be making 
smaller profits. We would for a year or 
two, but we would then be on a healthier 
and sounder basis.”

Another reason against this subsidy was 
that two Ministries were in contact with 
the firm all the time—the Ministry of 
Agriculture and the Board of Trade. The 
work involved was a dreadful waste of 
time and money. 

Farming should be in the hands of 

first-class farmers, but to some extent our 
present system enabled people who were 
scratching along inefficiently to use re- 
sources which couid be better used by 
other farmers. 
_ “I emphasize that in this matter my 
interests are for the long-term health of 
the British economy as a whole, including 
farming,” he concluded. 

Mr, J. Harold Thompson, President 
and Chairman of the Farmers’ Club, said 
it was one of the most important farming 
organizations in the country. 

There were 4,800 members, and some 
400 were overseas members. ‘Two-thirds 
were actively engaged in farming.

Europe’s Huge Egg Trade 


ype 300 million people were con- 
tained in the 16 countries of Western 


Europe, including the U.K. with 385 
million laying birds, stated Mr. H. Palca, 
Chief Statistician to the British Egg 
Marketing Board, at the Poultry Show 
convention. Although average yield per 
bird was 145 eggs per year the range was 
from 219 eggs in Holland to 100 or less 
in the southern area. 

Germany was the world’s largest egg- 
importing country and Holland the big- 
gest exporter with about one-third of the 
world’s total. Denmark came second. 
West Europe consumed altogether five 


per cent more eggs than it was producing 
at the present time. 

“Tt is the busiest egg trading area in 
the world,” said Mr. Palca. “The im- 
porting countries there receive about 80 
per cent of all eggs crossing international 
boundaries. throughout the world.” 

Had the egg market there reached 
saturation point? Taking U.S.A. as a 
“target” consumption was falling but 
still about 330 eggs per head a year. “If 
we take cnly 225 as an average for W. 
Europe consumption by 1970, this still 
represents an increase of 16 per cent over 
the present average level.”

There are about 
30 different makes available in this 
country. Even so, four new models 
made their debut. 

Mechanization of live stock husban- 
dry is now making some headway after 
a somewhat delayed start. Barn equip- 
ment plays an important role here, and 
in this direction our engineers are not 
lagging. Several companies offered 


new cubing and pelleting plants as 
well as other equipment used in co- 
operation with them. 

The majority of sprayer manufac- 
turing companies reported a good year 
for business and are forecasting an- 
other for 1962. Those who are de- 
veloping band-spraying techniques for 
use in conjunction with precision drills 
are also predicting a good year ahead 
as these methods gain popularity. 

Grain harvesting machinery has now 
reached a high degree of efficiency and 
it is not a hard task for a farmer to 
pick a machine to suit his needs.

dlb Per Day 


NCE again the Lincoln Red demonstra- 

ted its ability to produce fast-finishing 
beef. Among the many growthy steers in the 
baby class was a poll of Mr. E. L. C. Pente- 
cost’s Beevbilde strain, that had an average 
daily gain of more than 3lb. 

This steer stood second in its class, the 
judge preferring a Market Stainton entry 
that was rather slower growing, but particu- 
larly firm and even to handle. The first- 
prize winner’s dam was breed champion at 
Earls Court three years ago. 

This year’s leader, the breed’s third suc- 
cessive Smithfield champion to be sired by a 
polled bull, came from the two-year-old steer 
class. It provided Messrs. G. S. Leggate & 
Son with their first championship at Earls 
Court. Messrs. Leggate were among the first 
to introduce a polled bull and just over half 
their 60-strong herd are now horniess. 

Mr. Pentecost, pioneer of the breed’s poll- 
ing, had to be content with reserve cham- 
pionship this time, won by his steer in the 
yearling class. 


Showing the Way 


On weight-for-age, the British Friesians 
showed everyone the way. Well over half 
the entry exceeded 24lb per day gain and 
only one failed to reach the 2Ilb mark. No 
fewer than three exceeded 3lb per day- 
better than any other breed or cross. 

It is possible, too, that the finish of these 
animals might have pleased most butchers 
better than some of the more glamorous show 
beasts. 

Breed championship went to Whitsbury 
Farm and Stud Ltd.—their third such award 
in three visits to Smithfield. This year’s 
winner is out of a 1,700-galloner at 4 per 
cent. 

All the Whitsbury champions have been 
by the same bull, the 3,000gn Fintdave Theo 
Beatall. This bull sires not only good steers; 
his first crop of daughters have so far aver- 
aged about 10,500lb at 3.88 per cent and he 
has become R.M. at only six years old

NE of the most impressive classes in 

the cattle section was that for two-year- 
old Galloway steers. Nine paraded here and 
each was a worthy representative of this 
increasingly popular breed. The first three 
places were filled by the trio that took the 
inter-breed team award at Edinburgh a week 
before. 


Leader here, and eventual champion, was 
Mr. James Biggar’s well-grown Pilot—nearly 
llicwt at 661 days.

the best gainer of her breed. 

The steer was chosen as champion with 
the second-prize winner in its class as 
reserve.

Crooklands, best baby steer at Edinburgh. 
But, although lame in the ring, it was. still 
good enough to lead its class and stand third 
in the overall baby steer championship. 

It was among the First Crosses that Wych 
Cross Estates performed the remarkable 
achievement of winning four of the five 
classes with their four entries. Admittedly 
the competition was not numerically severe— 
only 14 animals paraded in this section— 
but there were some excellent beasts in this 
meagre number. 

Three of the Wych Cross winners were by 
the 5,500gn Newhouse Jewlian Eric, twice a 
Royal Show champion and a highly success- 
ful stock-getter. The fourth was by Presto 
of Bregach, 1957 Perth champion that cost 
12,000gs then.

W. T. Baker stood at the top, followed by a 
12-month-old from Messrs. B. J. Dosson and 
Son that had a weight gain of 3lb plus and a 
little short of 10cwt on the scales. 

There was comment that even the most 
weighty of these Devons had finished firmly. 
A typical example was Mr. W. R. Cook’s 
i3cwt 21lb 26-month-old steer that led the 
small but good senior steer class.

On the Friesian, for instance, the Beef 
Shorthorn gave some impressive daily weight 
gains of around 2lb, allied to good conforma- 
tion. The Ayrshire-bred beeves were all 
Galloway or Devon crossed, and the Galloway 
had some edge on the red cross that has done 
so well at recent Dairy Shows. With the 
tendency of Ayrshire-bred beef to carry 
excessive fat, the Galloway has kept the 
finished beast reasonably firm. 

The value of the Angus on the Dairy Short- 
horn dam is well known, and was proved here 
once more; but the little-known or used 
Sussex-Red Poll combination looked full of 
promise. Mrs. Tritton’s 14-month-old steer 
with a daily weight gain of 2.83lb and top 
quality conformation could be the prototype 
of a rival to the Blue-Grey. 

South Devons, though few in number, 
were a good lot of fleshy cattle. This was 
particularly true of the champion, Mr. J. B. 
Wakeham’s baby steer. Weighing 11}cwt 
at 144 months, it was by the same sire as 
his champion of two years ago. Mr. Wake- 
ham’s 180-strong herd is one of the oldest 
in the breed. He took it over from his 
father, whe ‘vas a founder member of the 
Herd Book Society. 


Mr. E. Goddard was one of the cattle 
class judges. 


Scone Gets Home 


FULL sister to the recent Scottish 
National Fat Stock Show’s Highland 
champion led the breed at Earls Court. This 
was the Earl of Mansfield’s heifer Bileag- 
Bhaite 2nd of Scone Palace. Although cattle 
from this 70-strong fold had won most of 
the top trophies available at shows, the 
Smithfield crown had eluded them before. 
The Scone Palace fold is used for the tradi-

An Angus bull is used on 
these cross cows and the steer calves from 
this second cross are killed at about 24

Only a Score But 
Three Were Champions 


EREFORD breeders are reluctant to bring 

their cattle to Smithfield, and only a 
score were present'last week. Even so, this 
modest display included three of the best 
animals in the whole show. Let us hope that 
this will encourage bolder efforts in the 
future. 

The many foreign visitors—including a 
strong German contingent—must have gone 
away with a very false idea of the relative 
importance and value of the Hereford.

Rawlings’ Plume of Kelling, went down to 
third place among the baby beeves here; but 
Messrs. G. C. & F. C. Knight’s rising 16- 
month-old that led its class at the Midland 
show repeated its success. This was a calf- 
at-foot to a cow bought in as a commercial 
replacement. 

From the ringside the best of this breed 
looked to be the leader of the senior heifer 
class, that carried its meat very well down 
the leg. 

In fact, this one, also from Kelling, went on 
to the top breed award and to become best 
heifer in the show. 


The Best Joints 

Plenty of meat in the high priced places 
and a lot of milk behind them were features 
of the leading Dairy Shorthorn entries. The 
Duke of Beaufort’s champion all-white steer 
Snowman was by Stonethorpe Oxford Duke, 
a son of an 1,800 galloner. This was the 
first time the Duke of Beaufort had shown 
this breed at Smithfield. 

Standing reserve was one of four prize- 
winning entries from Messrs. Corbett Roper 
& Son. The dams of these four have averaged 
1,080 gallons so far and their highest placed 
beast, a, yearling steer, was out of the 1,350 
galloner, Lenborough Daisy 40th. These 
breeders showed both the breed champion 
and reserve here in 1957. 

After showing Red Polls at Earls Court for 
many years, Sir Giles Loder won his first 
Smithfield red rosette last week. And his 
first-prize yearling steer later took the breed 
championship. 


Dual-Purpose 

Sir Giles keeps 230 head on lightish land 
in Sussex and “has always tried for the 
typical dual-purpose herd.” His 60 milkers 
average 950 gallons at 3.8 per cent on twice- 
a-day milking and largely home-grown food. 
All the steers go to the butcher at two years 
old. 

Reserve champion, a baby steer from Mr. 
John Heyworth, had the breed’s top live- 
weight gain of 2.45lb per day.

Southdowns 
Hit Jackpot 


R. THOMAS MIDGLEY, from 
Painsthorpe Wold, Kirby Under- 
dale, Yorks, hit the jackpot with 

a resounding clang on the second day of 
the show, when his two pens of Suffolk 
X Southdown wether lambs carried off the 
supreme championship and reserve in the 
face of fierce competition from the pedi- 
gree breeds. The championship judge, 
Mr. Forrest Smith, from Lockerbie, was 
looking for real butchers’ lambs and he 
found them to perfection in the cham- 
pions. 

With 25 pure breeds represented, as 
well as an entry of 50 cross-breds, the 
sheep section was well up to standard. 
The short-woolled breeds were out in 
strength and when it came to the inter- 
breed championship there was jubilation 
among the Dorset Down supporters for 
it was a pair from W. L. Stephenson & Son 
Ltd, that took the award, for the first 
time. 


Leicesters Again 

Leicesters have taken the long-woolled 
championship many times and this year 
they came to the top again. Southburn 
Estates’ splendid pair stood above a 
pen of Lincolns from E. M. Howard Ltd., 
whose flock has been established for no 
less than 200 years. 

Only one pen of Scottish Blackface was 
forward but it was a real winner. Not 
only did it take the Mountain lamb 
championship for A. H. & J. Stobo but it 
stood third in the supreme championship 
line-up.

Dominate 


Good on Their Legs 


TRONG classes of Cross-breds were 
dominated by a grand display of Down 
crosses, of which 24 pairs came before Mr. 
Robert Vivers, who placed great emphasis 
on walking ability. The two leading pairs 
in each class were released for a good run 
round the ring before he made his final 
decision. 

Among the Down crosses the middle 
weights between 200Ib and 240lb provided 
the strongest class numerically and prob- 
ably also for quality. It was, therefore, an 
outstanding achievement on the part of Mr. 
Midgley to take both first and second prizes 
with his Suffolk-Southdown crosses, later to 
become supreme and reserve champions of 
the sheep section. 

Mr. Midgley keeps only a dozen hand- 
picked Southdown ewes for crossing with a 
Suffolk ram for Christmas showing purposes. 
The principal sheep stocks on his Yorkshire 
farm are flocks of pure Suffolks and Oxfords. 

The middleweight class for hill crosses 
was led by three pairs each out of Cheviot 
ewes but by a different Down breed ram. 
It was a pair of Suffolk crosses from another 
Yorkshire breeder, Mr. J. E. Beal, that took 
the judge’s eye. 

The class for other crosses brought from 
Mr. Vivers the comment that there was far 
too much indiscriminate intermixing of 
breeds. 


Formidable 

Mr. J. W. Watts faced a formidable task 
in placing the short-woolled breeds. First 
in the ring were the Hampshire Downs, 
which were well shown and appeared to be 
scaled down a little in size. It was yet 
another win for Stype. 

The six pens of Southdowns were rather 
uneven but the winners, from Maj. C. J. 
Vernon-Wentworth, were beauties, weighing 
211lb, and went on to be reserve short- 
woolled champions. 

Then came a strong class of Suffolks of 
exceptional quality that handled extremely 
well. Mr. Harry Croft’s home-bred pair, 
weighing 371lb, were placed at the top of 
the line. 

It was noteworthy that two of the three 
pens of Oxford Downs forward came from 
the north, Yorkshire and Scotland, but it 
was the lightest pen, from Earl St. Aldwyn’s 
flock, that carried the day. 

A single pen of Ryelands, from Lord 
Brocket, represented the breed well and four 
pairs of Kerry Hills were led by a 286lb pair 
from Lord Stafford. 

Dorset Downs put on an excellent display 
of lambs that were in the peak of condi- 
tion. W. L. Stephenson & Son’s winners 
were hard pressed by Mr. A. Veitch’s pair 
that had been first-prize winners at Edin- 
burgh the previous week. 

An outstanding pen of polled lambs from 


Tr. A. Stephenson & Son, Sancton, York; 
led the Dorset Horns and the winning Wilt- 
shire Horns came from G. Vasey & Sons’ 
flock in Bedfordshire. 

Clun Forests were numerically the strongest 
class in the show. There were 11 pens 
forward and St. John’s College, Oxford, pro- 
vided a well-matched pair weighing 241lb 
to win the class. 

It is debatable whether Devon Clesewools 
can be called short-woolled, but the five pens 
forward from the west-country were placed 
in this category. A home-bred pair from 
J. I. Reddaway & Son were the winners. 


Mountain Breeds 
Like the judge of the cross-breds, Mr. 
Richard Findlater was looking for good legs 
among the mountain breeds. It was for 
deficiency in this respect that he put down 
the best-fleshed pen in the North Country 
Cheviot class. Both these and the Border 
Cheviots gave him considerable trouble. 
Other breeds to please him were the Ex- 
moor Horns, where Messrs. J. IL. Reddaway 
& Son provided the winning pair, and the 
Scottish Blackfaces, represented by a single 
pair from Messrs. Stobo, which were heavier 
than any of the other hill breed pairs. 
Placings in the two sections for Welsh 
Mountains and their Black relatives gave Mr. 
Findlater little trouble, while it was the 
smallest of three pairs of Hill Radnors of 
widely differing type that met his favour. 
Looking for firmness, length and legs of 
mutton in the long-woolled classes, Mr. 
George Read found most of the required 
qualities in the Dartmoors. 


Handled Firmly 

Breeders described them as “ the best lot 
ever at Smithfield,” and put progress down to 
selecting rams for lean meat. “ They all 
handled remarkably firmly,” said Mr.. Read. 

First-prize pen—*“ outstanding in length,” 
in the judge’s view—was a pair of Febru- 
ary-born wether lambs from Mr. R, G. 
Rogers, Moor Hedge, Ivybridge, Devon. At 
311lb they were top-weight Dartmoors. 

Kent, or Romney Marsh, were mostly a 
little on the light side, but quite useful for 
the butcher, especially the first two pens. 

Lincolns, Mr. Read’s own breed, averaged 
308lb a pair over four pens, and were not 
quite as heavy as is usual for Smithfield. 
There was little to choose between the first 
two pens. 

In Leicesters the Southburn Estates’ entry 
won on length and rather better legs of 
mutton over Mr. A, B. Coleman’s pair. 

Devon Longwools were fewer in numbers. 
Better representations have been forward at 
this show. And South Devons, even the first- 
and second-prize winners, were judged “a 
little too fat.”

ITH only thirteen pairs on parade, 
Essex were but a shadow of their 
former glory—after all it is not so many years 
since they topped all other breeds. 
butcher’s verdict—that of the judge Mr. 
C. W. Bird—was that the samples on view 
were much improved on their predecessors 
of a few years ago. He welcomed the greater 
length and cleaner shoulders. 

Following them in the ring, and with the 
same judge, came the Wessex, again a smal! 
turnout by comparison with some recent 
years. It is consistent with the judges’ views 
that in neither class did the heaviest pigs 
win. As Mr. Bird put it, “I like to visualize 
what they look like hanging up.” 

Welsh were also included in Mr. Bird's 
duties. It was a much smaller parade than 
we have sometimes seen with only one 
breeder from the Principality. A good-look- 
ing lots of modern length—but one could not 
help wondering whether some were not risk- 
ing losing in the loin what they had gained 
in length.

serve, also a pure-bred Angus, from. Mr 
W. R. Chapman, was also a near-perfect 
specimen of its type. 

At 718 days old it weighed 1,158lb alive, 
had a carcase weight of 765lb (killing out 
percentage 66.06) and a live weight gain 
per day of 1.61lb. 

In general the beef, comprising 69 entries 
in five classes, was well up to standard. 
Only a few could be criticized for being over- 
fat. Heifers were the main offenders. 

The sheep championship results brought 
a break in the long run of successes 
achieved by the Dorset Horns in recent 
years, though Dorset’s sheep were still well 
in the picture, especially the Horns. 

The supreme award this year went to a 
Suffolk, a splendid 40lb carcase shown by 
W. O. Steele & Sons, of Worcs, and the 
same breed had a hand in the reserve. 

This was a Southdown x Southdown- 
Suffolk ewe of excellent proportions from 
A. & J. Struthers, Lanark. 

Overall the lamb classes were a little dis- 
appointing. Many were not so well fleshed 
as they might have been. 


Pick of the Pigs 

Pick of the pork pigs was the class for 
heavier porkers, where both champion and 
reserve were found. The champion, a 112lb 
Landrace carcase from Aplin & Barrett, 
Ltd., was a pleasure to see, with an excel- 
lent ham, a perfect eye muscle and just the 
right balance of muscle to fat. 

It scored full marks on length for weight 
and dropped only one out of 20 for pro- 
portion of lean to fat. 

Sixty-nine pure-bred bacon carcases were 
forward and only 10 cross-breds. Landrace 
carcases took both championship and re- 
serve, the premier award going to a 157Ib 
carcase from Mr. H. Calderwood, of Chelms- 
ford. 

Chis was a fine carcase that was awarded 
full marks for length, for weight, thickness 
of shoulder, backfat and thickness of rump 
fat 

It dropped one mark, however, for the 
proportion of fat on the back rasher, prob- 
ably because there was not quite enough.

COSTS ARE SLASHED 
BY £400 


PATRICK PHEALON Reports on 
Achievements of a Group in Devon 


acres—such are the achievements of one of the bulk-buying groups recently 


Sie of £400 or 10 per cent of the total costs on a farm of around 120 


set up in Devon. Avon Farmers Ltd. is the name of the group which 
started just a year ago with eight founder members. Now it has about 100 and 
this number grows at the rate of about one a day. Total business handled to date 
is around £75,000 but over £30,000 of this has been in the past three months. 





Now 160 Buying Groups 
Set Up 


There are now about 160 bulk 
buying groups in the country. 
Half of these are in Leaden 
Vale Farmers Ltd., the organ- 
ization set up two years ago 
with four members by Mr. Rhys 
Thomas, who started the idea in 
this country. Now membership 
of Leaden Vale is between 
2,500 and 3,000. The total 
number of farmers who are in 
buying groups could therefore 
be approaching 2 per cent of all 
farmers in the country. 











Mr. R. H. Sampson, Lilwell Farm, 
Loddiswell, is chairman and managing 
director, and the co-director is Mr. 
A. D. E, Balkwill, Court Barton Farm, 
Aveton Gifford, both having fairly large 
farms for the area, of 200 acres or more. 

Mr. Sampson pointed out to me last 
week that exact figures on the discounts 
achieved on various commodities could not 
be disclosed. Neither did most members 
want to disclose figures for their own 
farms. 

But the directors reckoned that on the 
average member’s 120 acres (with, say, 25 
cows, 300 hens and 12 sows with some 
pig fattening) over £200 could be- saved 
on feedingstuffs and fertilizers compared 
with normal buying prices. 

About £100 could be saved on purchases 
of hardware which would normally cost 
£400. Included in hardware is machinery 
other than tractors, combines and balers. 

There would be £15 off the fuel bill and 
£10 discount on seed. Other miscel- 

laneous savings would 
bring the total up to £400 
or more. This represents 
10 per cent of the total 
costs of £4,000 or so on 
such a farm, 

Besides combating the 
otherwise ever -' rising 
costs, there should be a 
comfortable increase in 
profits of up to a half. 


No Capital 


The group works vir- 
tually without capital and 
certainly without build- 
ings. The office is a 
room in Mr. Sampson’s 
house. About 1 per cent 
of turnover is taken 
mainly to pay for an ac- 
countant two days a week 
and an order clerk three 
half-days a week. 

In contrast to most 
other groups, orders go

straight into this office by a predeter- 
mined date—there are no monthly meet- 
ings to place orders or travelling agents. 

Mr. Sampson is at pains to point out 
that the system works alongside the normal 
suppliers of farm requisites. He instanced 
tyres for which they have a service organ- 
ized for the whole group with a local agri- 
cultural engineering firm to repair or 
replace at very short notice. 

At haytime, Mr. Sampson rang up at 
4.30 p.m. having had a burst tyre on a 
baler. By 5.30 p.m. a new tyre was fitted. 
There is still a discount on tyres pur- 
chased but not as great as it otherwise 
might be because of paying for the 
service. 

Similarly the group has a_ working 
arrangement with a firm for the supply of 
timber to its members. Slag is spread 
for less than it would normally cost un- 
spread. 

“Suppliers of services and goods to 
farming will suffer as much tightening 
of the belt as farming itself unless they, 
too, reorganize,” says Mr. Sampson. 


Mr. G. Attree, Hernaford Farm, Har- 
bertonford, another founder member, re- 
cently moved from a 25-acre farm to his 
present one of 250 acres. 

He reckons to have saved £400 through 
the group in the last year. When he has 
his new place in full swing, Mr. Attree 
thinks the figure will be nearer to £1,000. 

His one disappointment with the group 
was that it was mainly the larger-scale 
farmers who were participating. Those 
with smaller holdings who really needed 
this sort of help just did not seem to be 
interested, said Mr. Attree. One main 
reason for this is that bulk buying means 
prompt payment.

IGS tested at Denmark’s four progeny 

testing stations totalled nearly 5,000 
last year, writes our Danish correspondent 
Performance figures recorded were better 
than in any previous year. 


On average, the pigs took 101 days to 
reach slaughter weight of 198lb from the 
test starting weight of 44lb. 

Foor conversion rate averaged 2.91 
and one pig set a new record figure of 
2.39. 

Slaughter quality has also improved.

Roots Are More 
Than Just a 
Drink of Water 


OOTS have a definite place in the 
pre-lambing ration for ewes, three 
practical farmers told a sheep forum at 
Hay-on-Wye, Radnorshire, They begged 
to differ with Mr. W. Lyle Stewart, sheep 
consultant to Lever’s Feeds, Ltd., who 
said that turnips are “just fill-belly or a 
drink of water.” 

One of the trio, Mr. C. J. Chilman, 
countered: “ Turnip, swede or mangold 
may be 100 per cent water but all I say 
is that it’s darned good water.” 

The vital factor in feeding roots was to 
ensure that the ewes got them at an 
early stage in pregnancy. “If you 
leave it unul a month before the ewe 
are going to lamb you are asking for 
trouble. If you are lambing in March 
then start early in the New Year, even if 
it Means one turnip a head at the start,” 
he added 


Boron for Swedes 

Brown Rot Hit 75 per cent 

of Radnor’s Crops 

EVENTY-FIVE per cent of 

crops grown in Radnor were affected 
by brown rot and every one of the clean 
crops had received boronated fertilizer, 
while affected crops had no boron, accord- 
ing to a survey made last year. 

Mr. Wesley Scragg, deputy county ad- 
visory officer, says: “The use of boron 
should be routine. Avoid over-generous 
liming and don’t sow too early in the 
year.” 

Nearly every crop in the county had 
swede midge, comments Mr, Scragg. But 
in one case, a weekly spraying with dicl- 
drin gave a 13-ton crop increase and in 
another, two sprayings gave an increase 
of five tons. 

Using traditional methods, swedes cost 
about £50 an acre to grow in Radnor, says 
Mr. Scragg.

HILE’S land area is about the same as France, four times that of Britain, 


but there the similarity ends. 


It’s a country 2,000 miles long, seldom 


more than 100 miles across, and climatically rings the changes between 
the rainless deserts in the north and the rain forests of Magellan in the south. 
The Andean chain on the eastern frontier had, until the coming of the aeroplane, 
effectively isolated Chile from much contact with the rest of. South America. 


I spent most of my time around -——— 


Temuco some 500 miles south of 
Santiago, the capital. It’s a district 
with striking similarity to much of the 
North Island of New Zealand. It’s of 
volcanic origin, with the same fertile 
soils, problems of erosion and the same 
indigenous trees. 

Seventy or eighty years ago it was 
virgin forest. Then farmers, many of 
them British and German, cleared the 
land, installed irrigation channels, and 
developed a system of farming similar 
in many respects to that which they 
left in Europe. 

+ + + 


The latitude is Mediterranean, but 
thanks to the proximity of the sea and 
the Humboldt current, the intensity of 
the sun is tempered to a climate much 
like that in England. There is a high 
rainfall, from 40 to 60in, fairly well 
distributed, and the winters are long— 
wet but not too cold, there being no 
snow and but little frost. 

Arable crops are wheat—rape for 
seed—potatoes and sugar beet, and 
forage oats and a little barley. But the 
mainstay of the farming is dairying 
based on irrigated pastures. Only a 
small percentage of the milk is sold 
liquid; the rest is made into cheese and 
butter either in factories or on the 
farms. 

This abundance of water and fertile, 
well-drained soil grows extraordinary 
crops of clover. Most of the best 
pastures I saw were at least 50 per cent 
red clover with some wild white and 
Ladino. 

Grass as we know it is more or less 


absent and as the clover dies out vari- 
ous weed grasses take its place. The 
only grass used to any extent is cocks- 
foot. Ryegrasses where sown were 
generally disparaged as dying out 
almost at once, as well as being 
susceptible to rust. 

This is so completely at variance 
with New Zealand experience under 
similar conditions that I pursued the 
matter endlessly throughout my stay. 
It seemed to me that the early settlers 
were happy to have found red clover 
which grew well under flood irrigation 
and settled for that. 

All the grassland research which has 
gone on elsewhere in the world has 
been ignored and even at the local re- 
search station, financed to a large extent 
by American money, the grassland 
department was characterized by a lack

of knowledge and interest. Here is a 
market which offers opportunities both 
to British and New Zealand seed 
growers. 

Labour is plentiful and cheap, and 
as always happens in such cases, most 
inefficiently used. At one time the 
Chilean farm worker used to work on 
an almost feudal basis. 

In return for land he had to provide 
his master with so many days’ work a 
year as well as a proportion of what he 
grew. He was an “ Inquelino” 
and the abuses of this system still form 
the basis of accusations of slavery, 
although I was assured the practice has 
completely stopped. 

However, even though he is paid in 
cash and kind to-day, and has some 
social security, his state is still pretty 
poor. 

+ + + 


A good tractor driver, and some of 
them are good, would get the equiva- 
lent of £2 per week for a 60- to 70- 
hour week. He would eat meat per- 
haps once a week. The land he works 
for his garden is his master’s. Al- 
though he is not bound to his job, 
moving is difficult. 

Although I saw no actual malnutri- 
tion, the men seemed to me apathetic, 
and this apathy extended to their em- 
ployers, too, in many cases. This sur- 


little more than two years 


prised me because land, like the labour, 
is cheap. About £40 an acre was the 
price of good, level, irrigable land. 
Prices for produce are 10 to 15 per 
cent below ours, fertilizers about the 
same price as ours, and only machinery 
costs are higher. 

In this connection I feel our ex- 
porters must take some account of 
price fixing in their markets overseas. 
Most machines cost nearly double their 
retail price at home, a situation that 
must inhibit sales. This in the case 
of Chile, where there are no duties on 
imported machines, is to my mind 
inexcusable.

So high are machinery prices, and so 
high interest rates—17 per cent except 
for some guaranteed Government loans 
at 8 per cent—that most farmers seem 
content just to plod along. Many use 
bullocks for land work because men 
are cheaper than machines. 

Another reason for farmers’ apathy 
is the chronic fear of land reform. 
There are in Chile, as in all South 
American countries, big estates bélong- 
ing to absentee landlords, badly farmed, 
obvious targets. 

But these smaller farmers, 300- to 
1,000-acre men, were the most fearful 
of any I met. Not only is the shadow 
of Castro blamed for this. The United

States is accused of pressing for it as 
a condition of aid. 

The basic trouble—and to some ex- 
tent the strength of Chilean farming— 
is that there is no export trade. Pro- 
duction is for the home market alone, 
and in the case of wheat, milk and 
meat, there is at times a shortage re- 

quiring imports. 

But the market can easily be flooded. 
At the moment there is a glut of pota- 
toes. Any substantial increase in pro- 
duction in any line could lead to 
overproduction, a demand to export, 
and a further load on the world market. 

In conclusion, just a glance at one of 
the more progressive farms, belonging 
to Mr. Lawrence Stanton at General 
Lopez. 

Mr. Stanton has about 2,000 acres of 
largely irrigable land and an unfailing 
water supply fed by the snows of the 
Andes.

Yields average 530 gallons for every 
cow and heifer owned, which, consider- 
ing the quality of the labour, the pas- 
tures of 70 per cent clover, no nitrogen 
induced early bite, and the practice of 
calving heifers at just over two years 
old, are not too bad at all. 

Irrigated pasture farming is not all 
joy. A grass grub, similar to one found 
in New Zealand, kills all clovers and 
is only kept in check by an. annual 
dressing of D.D.T. There is little 
bloat, in spite of the abundance of 
clover. T.B. and foot-and-mouth (vac- 
cination does not give complete protec- 
tion against the variations of the virus) 
are the cause of many losses.

In view of the lateness of 
lambing, the ewes will have needed less 
concentrates than their earlier lambing 
sisters and after mid-May only the lambs 
should need concentrated food, fed in a 
creep. 

But with the aid of well managed grass- 
land, preferably old pasture, production 
of lambs ready for slaughter from late 
June, could, of course, be multiplied 
several-fold. 

With lambing averages of 200 per cent 
attainable by good shepherding and the 
use of the most prolific breeds and crosses, 
the costs of such lambs would be far 
lower than those from any other lambing 
season. 


Better Value 

This once-a-year crop with a high 
lambing average would serve much better 
than two out-of-season crops from the 
same flock; neither of which draws the 
fullest value from the grazing and one of 
which is only half a crop at best. 

Thirdly and lastly, there would still be 
a firm place for turniping of summer-born 
lambs or lambs which were too small for 
grass fattening.

I think it 
vill then be found that the milk “* sur- 
plus” is an illusion; and that too much 
water is the only trouble. 

Unless we are prepared to fight for our 
markets by producing high quality 
produce we will deserve the contempt 
of the nation. To try to preserve a 
“closed shop” for produce that the 
consumer rejects can lead to farming 
suicide.

How Best to Use 
Plastic Rick Sheets

down the length of the rick to ensure the 
slight fall which is sufficient for adequate 
drainage, the surface tension of polythene 
being remarkably low.

7. Repeat the performance with the net, 
which need not be less than 12in mesh. 

8. Place bales round the perimeter of 
the rick, thus giving a firm anchorage, 

9. Place a number of bales across the 
top of the rick as a further precaution. 
The fact that they “key” to the net will 
prevent sliding in high winds. The num- 
ber of bales thus used will depend upon 
local conditions, prevailing winds, etc., and 
he care taken in the actual construction 
of the rick itself. 


Keeps Sun Off 

The presence of these bales apart from 
their fundamental anchorage use will pre- 
vent the sunlight stfiking directly on to 
the sheeting, this is an advantage in the 
case of clear polythene which tends to 
deteriorate after a couple of seasons owing 
to the action of the ultra-violet rays. Black 
sheeting is not affected in this way. 

10. In no circumstances should the rick 
be built with an apex roof and the sheet 
thrown over and weighted at odd inter- 
vals, as, however efficient and tidy this 
method may appear in September, after 
the rick has finished its natural settling 
down and been subject to the winter gales,

Rival not Nurse 


URELY it is quite wrong to talk of 
any cereal as being a “nurse” crop for 

seeds. Any cereal is bound to be in 
strong competition with the grass and 
clover mixture for any fertility, moisture 
and room and must, therefore, be detri- 
mental to the growth of the seeds mixture. 

There is never any need to protect seeds 
from sunshine and the moisture content of 
the soil is all that matters and this is much 
more available to the grass seeds if not in 
competition with a stronger plant; it 
would, therefore, seem that a seeds mix- 
ture has the best chance if sown on its 
own 

If a seeds mixture is to be sown with 
a cereal crop, I am sure that the best 
method is to mix the grass seed with the 
cereal and put it down the same spout; if 
anyone says that the grass seeds will work 
to the bottom of the drill box and not be 
evenly distributed with the cereal, it 
proves that he has not tried this method. 

The seeds can be thoroughly mixed on 
the barn floor and it is a good idea to put 
the mixture in bags each sufficient for one 
acre, the correct amount of seeds is then 
taken to any particular field.

THE LAST WORD 
Is there anything against my writing out 
my own will provided I “have u 
witnessed?—X. 
No, you can write your own will if you 
wish to do so, The formalities. to be 
observed in signing a will are as follows : — 
1. You must have two witnesses and all 
three of you must remain together until 
all have signed; 2. You must then sign the 
will at the foot or end of it; 3. Each 
witness must then sign his or her name, 
adding his or her address and occupation. 
A beneficiary should not be a witness. A 
will is an important document and it is 
usually prudent to instruct a solicitor to 
prepare it.—Lex. 


AGAINST THE PRICKS 
If my neighbour cuts his hedge and 
throws the thorns on to my land what 
action can I take?—X. 
To prevent the throwing, you could bring 
an action for nuisance claiming damages 
and an injunction to restrain your neigh- 
bour from repeating the nuisance; but a 
court would not order him to clean up 
the thorns. Injunctions are, in general, 
issued to prevent or restrain, a court not 
having the staff to supervise work. Alter- 
natively, you may throw them over the 
hedge into his field; but in this case you are 
exercising the authorised remedy of 
‘abating a Nuisance” and cannot recover 
the cost of the work.—Jurist. 


DOWN THE DRAIN

more protein and fat than ordinary milk. 
It is rich in vitamins A and D, and, in 
addition, a natural purgative for the young 
animal, and most important of all, as they 
cannot be replaced, certain immune anti- 
bodies that protect it against bacterial in- 
fections. It follows, therefore, that 
natural colostrum cannot be replaced by 
substitutes. The vitamin content can be 
taken care of by cod-liver oil, the purga- 
tive by castor oil, so a mixture of the 
above ingredients is better than nothing 
at all—say cod-liver oil 2 teaspoonfuls, 
castor oil 3 teaspoonfuls. Obstinate consti- 
pation may be relieved by enemas of 
warm, soapy water.—Vet.

AGAINST THE GRAIN 


How should I use oats and barley (mixed) 
in the sheaf for dairy cows and young 
stock? I have no roots or kale-—R. L. 
(Salop), 

If you can get the corn threshed and have 

facilities for storing, and for grinding or 

crushing, I would feed this grain. Alter- 
natively, you can sé] it and buy back 
some coarse-ground barley meal (if under 
£25 a ton), and some dried sugar beet 
pulp (if under £21 per ton). The feed- 
ing plan then would be to feed the straw 
ad lib. plus 6-7lb barley meal or a mixture 
of 2 parts by weight barley, 1 part beet 
pulp as a maintenance ration for cows, 
or straw ad iib. plus 4-6lb (depending on 
age) to young stock. Although the corn 
sheaves can be fed without threshing, 
this is a wasteful method as a lot of whole 
grains can pass straight through the 
animal without being digested.—R. K.

When I went to see her in the 
charming 15th century farmhouse, well 
tucked away from the roads used by 
holidaymakers, she was quick to tell me 
that the progress made on Mistletoe Farm 
was due to family team work, “ Combined 
Operations” as she puts it.

Mrs. Barry and Joan have also worked 
hard on repairs and conversions to the old 
Devon farm buildings and on one 
memorable day mixed eight tons of con- 
crete between them. Mrs. Barry has 
done wonderful things in the farmhouse, 
too, in the way of carpentry and decora- 
tion, for it was greatly in need of modern- 
ization when they bought it 15 years ago.

Joan and her mother say they entered 
Mistletoe Farm “on the shortest shoe- 
string.” They had £4,000 capital avail- 
able and paid £4,500 for the 107-acre 
farm—and the only stock they possessed 
was one horse, one donkey and one calf. 

“It has been hard going,” said Joan, 
“ but we consider anyone can do it if they 
are prepared to work. We have scraped 
through and have been lucky to have an 
understanding bank manager.” 

A piece of luck which greatly helped 
them on their way with the building up 
of the herd was the gift of a young pedi- 
gree Jersey bull, Archway Brave Tiger. 
He is now a Gold Medal bull and in the 
herd of 90, 57 are his daughters—25 of 
them in the dairy. Joan had wanted this 
bull for line breeding but could not afford 
the price he made as a youngster. The 
purchaser, finding him unsuitable for her 
herd, decided, most generously, to give 
him to the Mistletoe herd.

Use a simple column type of candlestick to 
form a focal point in your room.

When there is something to get rid of, 
but it is sticky and difficult to shift, then 
the old-fashioned steam inhalation often 
helps. A kettle in the room only makes 
it unpleasant for others; better use a jug 
of boiling water with a towel funnelled 
round the top. Friar’s balsam is of little 
use, Plain steam is enough. 

A useless cough keeps you awake at 
night. It is due to a raw tickle in the 
throat which needs soothing, and the old 
remedy of honey and lemon is as good 
as anything. If something stronger is 
needed, half a teaspoonful of para 
is excellent for adults, but not suitable 
for children.

HE lunge rein described in the last 

article can be used to teach The 

as well as your young pony! e 

chief pe git of nding lessons is to give 

you a safe and balanced position as low 

down in the saddle and as close to the 

pony as possible, so that you will be 

able to use your legs and hands to guide 

and control the mount without having to 
hang on to the reins. 

Whatever people may say, the best way 
to acquire this position is to ride without 
stirrups and reins. To do this the pony 
must be controlled for you, and this is 
done by means of the lunge. 

Instead of an unbroken colt, you have 
a staid old pony with a comfortable gait, 
who will walk, trot and canter at the end 
of the lunge, so that the human pupil on

Riding on the lunge with hands in the correct riding position and legs and body held just right. 


his back can forget about him and con- 
centrate on her own position and acquire 
confidence and balance. 

Just as with a young pony, the instructor 
will begin slowly. At first the pupil just 
sits on the pony without moving, to get 
his position adjusted. Then the pony is 
led round at the walk; the pupil may 
balance herself by touching the pommel 
of the saddle. Then, again at the halt, 
she can run through the various physical 
exercises—arms swinging and stretching,
